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•T^he geysers are gustier, the bison tire more sociable. Of 
Jl course there is the obvious beauty of a deep covering of 
billowy snow. But the marvels of this icy world are a dra- 
matic contrast to the familiar summer glories, and the pleas- 
ures of this season have a special delight because they are 
rarer, unexpected. 


The cold barely diminishes the activity of the thermal 


basins. In fact, erupting geysers, steaming hot pools antl mud 
pots look more impressive than usual because of increased 
condensation in the colt! air. Their dense mists hover over 
branches and freeze into u covering of shimmering crystal, 
creating "ghost trees." 


The thermal basins mean warmth, life in the valleys. The 


bison, moose, mule deer, elk, coyote and antelope move down 
from the high country for the season. There are wildfowl to 
be seen, too, hut the hears are tucked away, sleeping in their 
dens until spring. 


Winter visitors, wildlife watchers and photographers may 


travel the nigged way, on snowshoes or skies. Most, however, 
explore by car, and now by snowmobile also. Besides the in- 
dividual ones, there are 12-nassengcr, heated snowmobiles 
which take visitors around on organized tours.

DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I have & good set of teeth but 
t can't wear them because 
they make me sick to my 
stomach after they're in for 
only a short time. I'm $9 
years old and live on Social 
Security and can't afford a 
new set, but my children 
want to chip in and pay for 
them. 


My questions are: Can the 


teeth from the old dentures 
be used for the new ones?

Do you think 
he'll guarantee that the new 
teeth will fit?—Mr. Medford 
C. 


DEAR MR. MEDFORD C: 


Your questions are only a 
few of the many that you 
should ask your dentist on 
the very first visit. Indeed, 
the main purpose of this first 
visit should be for just such 
consultation between patient 
and dentist. 


Don't be bashful. Ask ques- 


tions and listen to the an- 
swers. Here are some more 
to ask: What can I do about 
gauging or whatever it is 
that makes me sick to my 
stomach? Can you fix up my 
old dentures or do I need 
new ones? How long will it 
take? How many visits? Is 
there a reasonable chance 
that I'll be able to wear the 
new dentures? Will I be able 
to eat a normal diet? 


And, 
will I require many 


adjustment visits after the 
dentures are completed? Do 
you charge for these visits or 
are they included in the 
original cost of the dentures? 


Will I see the teeth ar- 


rangement before they are 
completed?

The demand was made In 
notes delivered to the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong em- 
bassies in the Cambodian capi- 
tal of Phnom Penh Friday, 


It came as bands of angry 


Cambodians reportedly ram* 
paged through the streets of 
Phnom Penh for 
the third 


straight day. attacking 


North Vietnamse claimed the 


attacks were the work of "sabo- 
teurs" trying to break up the 
friendship between the Viet- 
namse and Cambodian govern- 
ment and people. 


The official Communist party 


newspaper Nhan Dan said the 
saboteurs were acting In the In- 
terest of the United States. 


"What the U.S. wants to do," 


the official organ said, "is to 
change the present policy of 
Cambodia, the policy of peace 
and 
neutrality of defending 


Cambodia's Independence and 
sovereignty and of solidarity 
and friendship with Cambodia's 
neighbors." 


Although Hanoi has ignored 


past charges that North Viet- 
namese troops are operating In 
Cambodia, It Is estimated up to 
60,000 Viet Cong and North Viet- 
namese troops are there. 


Observers said It would be 


physically Impossible for the 
North 
Vietnamese and 
Viet 


Cong to remove all their troops 
from Cambodia by Sunday. 


The demonstrations against 


the presence of the Viet Cong 
guerrillas and the North Viet- 
namese regulars along the Cam* 
tottiaa-Soutli yietflamese border 
began Sunday in the border 
province of Svay Rleng. 


By Wednesday, the demon- 


strations had spread to Phnom 
Penh, as thousands of rioters at- 
tacked the North Vietnamse and 
Viet Cong embassies, throwing 
papers out the windows and 
burning cars. 


The note demanding the with- 


drawal of the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong troops expressed 
regrets for the attacks, accord- 
ing to Cambodia's Khmer News 
Agency, but added that they re- 
flected the exasperation of the 
people with the infiltration and 
occupation of Cambodian terri- 
tory. 


Deputy Premier Sirlk Matak 


announced the suspension of an 
agreement to sell rice to the 
North 
Vietnamese and Viet 


Cong, and proposed that the 
Cambodian army be Increased 
from 49,000 to 59,000 men, 


Cambodia's ruler, Prince No- 


rodom Sihanouk, cut short a va- 
cation in France to return home 
via Moscow and Peking. He said 
In Paris he would seek Soviet 
and Chinese Communist help in 
curbing the North Vietnamse 
and Viet Cong activity In Cam- 
bodia.
